The suit claims that Channel
2 news “falsely and defamatori-
ly” reported that Rewald ran
an investment scam here, is
Polish and changed his name
from Rewaldski, has no athletic
ability and never signed a pro
football contract as he claimed,
and never attended Marquette
as he claimed.
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
